17 Nations Confer 
LB J Urges Speedy 
Nuclear Treaty OK 


Geneva (UPI)—President Johnson urged the 17-nation 


disarmament conference Tuesday to conclude promptly a 
treaty to prevent further spread of nuclear weapons. 


In a message to the open- 


ing of the f i f t h year of 
the disarmament negotiations, 
Johnson assured the nuclear 
have-nots that they need have 
no fear of nuclear blackmail. 
The nuclear giants will guard 
against that, he said. 


Johnson also assured t h e 


doubters among the non-nu- 
clear 
nations that nothing 


would stand in the way of 
their development of strictly 
peaceful uses of a t o m i c 
energy. 


The Soviet Union and t h e 


United States have been re- 
ported for several months to 
be on the verge of a non-pro- 
liferation treaty. 


But some nuclear have-nots 


have expressed reservations, 
fearful that while they were 
renouncing the use of nuclear 
arms, a neighbor with atomic 
resources might not do like- 
wise. 


Johnson attempted to meet 


such objections, and s o m e 
questions about the develop- 
ment of peaceful uses of 
atomic energy. 


Agonizing Decision 


"Such a t r e a t y will help 


fred the non-nuclear nations 
from the agonizing decision 
of whether to pursue a search 
for security through nuclear 
arms," Johnson said. 


"Freed from the fear that 


non-nuclear neighbors m a y 
develop such weapons, nations 
can devote their efforts in 
the field of atomic energy to 
developing strong, peaceful 
programs." 


But he added: "I am sure 


we all agree that a non-pro- 
liferation treaty should n o t 
contain any provisions t h a t 
w o u l d 
defeat 
its major 


purpose. The treaty m u s t , 
therefore, cover n u c l e a r 
explosive devices for peaceful 
as well as military purposes." 


Latin Treaty 


The United States has ex- 


pressed 
some 
reservations 


about the recently concluded 
treaty among Latin American 
nations to make their area a 
nuclear-free zone, on grounds 
t h a t a provision permitting 
development of atomic energy 
for peaceful uses might be a 
loophole for making arms. 


Johnson said a broad inter- 


national system of safeguards 
must be sought "to assure 
that the peaceful atom re- 
mains peaceful."

ther Johnson's proposal f o r 
a freeze in deployment of an- 
ti-ballistic missile systems.

He had published five books 


on Indochina, including "The 
Two Vietnams" and his just- 
published study of the battle 
of Dien Bien Phu, "Hell in a 
Very Small Place."

More generous with t h e 


University than any previous 
Nebraska governor, Tiemann 
s t i l l whacked almost $15 
million off the NU operating 
budget state subsidy request 
for $67.1 million 
and $4.5 


million from the s c h o o 1's 
c a p i t a l construction ap- 
plication at $24.2 million. 


Tuition Hike 


The governor 
also threw 


into his money equation an 
extra $3.3 million for operat- 
ing purposes if 
R e g e n t s 


follow his recommendations 
and increase tuition. 


Resident tuition would be 


boosted $95 a year, to $355, 
and non-resident tuition in- 
creased $69. to $855 for two 
full semesters. 


In a statement late Mon- 


day, the University's Board 
of Regents and Chancellor 
Clifford M. Hardin indicated 
they will come down to the 
governor's financial l e v e l , 
albeit reluctantly. 


The Regents said they be- 


lieve "the governor has made 
a serious effort to meet many 
of the programs we set forth 
in our budget request. . . That 
budget was prepared w i t h 
great care and was designed 
to place the University in a 
stronger position to s e r v e 
the various needs of the peo- 
ple. 


More Scholarships? 


"But the Regents recognize 


and respect the governor's po- 
sition in d e v e l o p i n g ap- 
propriation recommendations 
geared 
to overall 
financial 


planning for state 
govern- 


ment," the statement con- 
cluded. 


Dr. Hardin said "the needs 


of the University left unmet 
in this biennliim will become 
items for priority considera- 
tion for the 1969-71 biennimn." 


Both the B o a r d and the 


chancellor made plain t li e y 
would push for some kind of 
enlarged 
scholarship pro- 


gram. This is needed, they 
said, so a higher tuition struc- 
ture will not price "students 
of limited financial means" 
out of a college education. 


Will Fight for Budget 


What seemed clear M o n- 


day night was that Tiemann 
had succeeded with the NU 
Regents where he had failed 
earlier with the Stale Normal 
Board — to get the constitu- 
tionally independent govern- 
ing bodies to line up w i t h 
him on the executive budget 
proposals. 


Tiemann told reporters he 


is now ready to fight for his 
University money allotments 
before the Budget Committee, 
the Legislature and "the peo- 
ple of Nebraska." 


Enthusiastic, militant back- 


ing by the governor's office 
is something the University 
has not had during its recent 
legislative budget trials. 


Explaining his money pro- 


posals, Tiemann acknowledged 
he hasn't gone as far as the 
Regents wanted.

mendations are

This is immensely encouraging for t h e 


state of Nebraska It ghes new hope that the 
I mv ei sity and the state itself will more near- 
]> attain their great potential in the years 
ahead 
It also serves notice that Gov Tie- 


mann intends to make good on his campaign 
pledges to move Nebraska forward in the 
aicas of economic development, educational 
excellence and research capability. 


A'though his recommendation does not ap- 


proach the University's request, the increased 
expenditures proposed by the governor are 
great enough to be felt — by students (or their 
par ents i and b> taxpayers There is certain 
to be resistance, particularly from the faint 
of heait who insist that Nebraska is too poor 
to prowde an educational system comparable 
to that of the states around it.

I nder the circumstances, it is well 


that the governor and the University ad- 
ministration are able to present a unified 
front in behalf of their appropriations for 
the coming biennium. They will deserve 
the backing of all Nebraskans w h o are 
dedicated to the progress of the state.

There is no question that students are be- 


ing asked to pick up a large share of the in- 
creased burden of financing the University — 
too large, it might well be argued. The tui- 
tion hikes proposed by the governor will place 
the University of Nebraska rates above those 
of any other Big Eight school and 34% higher 
than the Big Eight average. 


However, if that is what it takes for the 


University to catch up, that is what will have 
to be done. 


No time should be wasted, though, in es- 


tablishing expanded scholarship and loan pro- 
grams for those students on whom this will 
be an intolerable burden 


Let's not kid ourselves: for some students 


such a tuition hike, together with increased 
dormitory rates, will spell the difference be- 
tween going to the University and not going 
to the University — unless some form of fi- 
nancial assistance is available. 


Furthermore, if this kind of tuition in- 


crease is to be imposed on students, it is 
imperative that taxpayers assume their share 
of the financial responsibility. Whereas Ne- 
braska students will be paying more than is 
charged at neighboring institutions, Nebras- 
ka taxpayers now are paying less for higher 
education than their counterparts in surround- 
ing states.

The bill has 
the effect of recovering for the state 
treasury some of the windfall that cigar- 
et wholesalers have enjoved from rising 
cigaret taxes over the vears.

This windfall arises from the fact that 


present law grants the wholesalers 5rr of all 
the cigaret tax collected inst for affixing tax 
stamps to each pack ol smokes 
Thus the 


higher the tax, the higher the return to the 
wholesalers—lor doing just what thev were 
doing before 


\\hen the Legislatuie raised cigar et tax- 


es from six cents a pack to eight cents in 
1965 the wholesalers kept more than $100.000 
a \ear in addition to what the\ previously 
had received for stamping the packages This 
bonanza resulted even though cigaiet sales 
were down and the wholesalers were stamp- 
ing substantially fewer packs 


LB220, introduced by Sen. 
Lester 


Harsh of Bartley, would reduce the 5% 
stamping fee to a flat three-tenths of a 
cent per package. He estimates that will 
save the state something over $300,000 
each biennium. *

The wholesalers certainly are entitled to 


recover then- cost of stamping cigaret packs, 
but there is no reason for the state to pay 
them tribute for this function. If the three- 
tenths of cent more than covers the cost, 
then the figure should be pared down even 
more 


This is a bill which cannot expect organ- 


ized support, but it is sure to draw the op- 
position of the cigaret interests whose influ- 
ence in the Legislature is considerable. If 
the bill is to have much backing at Wednes- 
day's hearing, it will have to come from in- 
dividual citizens who are concerned about 
their own taxes.

In 
the November rioting, Hin- 
dus were demonstrating for a 
national ban on killing cows.

'Lincoln Can Support 
More Airline Service9 


By LEO 8CHERER 


Lincoln's recent air traffic records clearly show that the 


city can substantially support airline service and also in- 
crease the use of air transportation. 


This was one of the major 


conclusions reached in an up- 
dated survey and analysis of 
air transportation activity re- 
leased Tuesday by the Lin- 
coln Airport Authority (LAA). 


The report was prepared by 


G o t c b and Crawford, air 
transportation consultants «f 
Rockville, Md., who w e r e 
earlier retained by the Au- 
thority. 


LAA's attorney, Chauncey 


Barney, is now expected to 
recommend hiring Washing- 
ton counsel to file and handle 
before the Civil Aeronautics 
Board an application for ad- 
ditional service to Lincoln. 


Findings Listed 


The s u r v e y and analysis 


made these other findings 
and conclusions about Lin- 
coln from July, 1965, to Feb- 
ruary, 1967: 
Rapid Growth — Lincoln has 


maintained a rapid growth in air 
traffic during this period. 
Interstate — Traffic has grown 


primarily in interstate mart'.ts, 
while intrastate traffic has grown 
at a much slower pace; 89% of 
Lincoln's total traffic is now in- 
terstate. 
Economy — Lincoln's economy 


shows continued strength and 
growth. 
Below Potential — Lincoln's rel- 


ative position with other compar- 
able midwest communities shows 
its traffic generation still below 
potential. 


Markets — Liocokt must still 


rely on connecting service to 
ever, improvements in interline 
reach Its major markets; how- 
connections have produced better 
schedules. 


Traffic — Lincoln has responded 


to these service improvements 
with substantial increased in traf- 
fic. 


Changes — 41% of Lincoln's air 
passengers must change airlines 
before they reach their destina- 
tion. This is up from the 1963 ex- 
perience of 36.5%. 


Gateways — Chicago, Denver 


and Kans«s Cits have all in- 
creased in importance as gate- 
ways for Lincoln's interline traf- 
fic, while Omaha has declined. 
Kansas City is now as important 
a gateway as Omaha, each ac- 
counting for more than 15,000 in- 
terline connections a year for Lin- 
coln traffic. 
Other Markets — The 1963-1965 


traffic growth at Lincoln can be 
attributed almost entirely to in- 
creases in oui*of-state markets. 
Passengers — Projected air pas- 


sage growth, based on recent 
trends, shows 67,643 in 1966 and 
122,465 by 1970. 
City's Growth — Lincoln's pop- 


ulation and economy have con- 
tinued to grow during the 1963- 
1966 period. Population grew by 
2.7%, 
effective buying power is 


tip 12.2% and the percentage of 
families with incomes of $10,000 
or more is 21.2%. 


Service Pattern — Lincoln's air 


traffic service pattern has not 
changed since the 1965 survey. 
Lincoln continues to receive east- 
west service from one trunk car- 
rier (United) and regional ser- 
vice primarily on an east-west 
basis from one regional carrier 
(Frontier). Service to the south 
is anchored at Kansas City and 
to the west at Denver. 


Dependent — Lincoln remains 


dependent upon Omaha, Chicago, 
Denver and Kansas City as gate- 
way points for its traffic. 


Authority members d i d n't 


have much comment on the 
survey, since they had just 
received it and hadn't given 
it full study. 


Important information 


However, 
they indicated 


that the study was the im- 
portant 
information t h e y 


needed for their upcoming ef- 


fort to secure additional air- 
line service for Lincoln. 


The study recommended 


that Lincoln seek "direct 
slBfte-plane service to St. 
Lous" becaote such servke 
could be effectively supported 
by Lincoln 10 conjunction with 
tervke to Omaha. 


An improved pattern of ser- 


vice to and from Chicago by 
carriers serving Lincoln was 
also urged. 


According to the survey, 


the quality of Lincoln's con- 
necting service has improved 
because of additional non-stop 
schedules to Denver and Kan- 
sas City.
